surrender of the cause that England pre­ 
tended to uphold when two years ago she 
rejected the propositions for the relorm of 
Turkey that had been framed by the three 
Cbancellora—of Austria, 
Germany 
and 
Bussia—but it is a surrender of tbe policy 
that was ostensibly declared in the Salis­ 
bury circular. 
Doubtless the government 
would he ready enough to throw over its 
rejection of the Berlin propositions of May, 
187(5, for they could put that upon the 
shoulders of Lord Derby, who, since he 
resigned from the M inistry rather than be 
a parly to the coup de thé&trt involved in the 
voyage of seven thousand Hindoo soldiers 
to Malta, has naturally not had many pleas­ 
ant words wasted upon him by the mouth­ 
pieces of ministerial opinion. 
But the 
rejection of the Berlin note and the Salis­ 
bury circular against tbe San Stefano Treaty 
were both alike based on the ground that 
England 
wonlcl neither be a party to 
any 
action, 
nor 
assent 
to 
action 
by others which contemplated as an imme­ 
diate or ultimate necessity the dismember­ 
ment of the Ottoman Em pire or the further 
dim inution 
of the Sultan’s sovereignty 
within the limits of his dominions us they 
stood at the date of tbo Berlin note. 
She 
stood in 187G unci in the present year as 
she had done in 185G, lor “ th ; integrity of 
the Ottoman Em pire,” and held that re­ 
forms in iurkish administnition might yet 
siive the waning vitality of the Moslem 
State. 
She would not reduce by a sqiiaie 
mile—neither lor humanity, nor Christian­ 
ity, nor lor any other reason—these terri­ 
tories which in Ottoman hands she re­ 
garded us a necessary barrier for her own 


I interests in the Eus. against the encroach- 
I ments ol a great neighbor. 
That was Eng­ 
land’s position ; that was tlie ground uu 
which her government presented its case to 
the people and rallied a war spirit for the 
support of that case. 
Yet at lust E jglund’s 
Priiue M inister sits in a Congress whose 
main duty is to decide the exact conditions 
and circumstnncfs of the dismemberment 
and disiutegr.itiuu of Turkey. England de- 
liberal o.s uu the basis of tbe San Stelanu 
Treaty, and haggles with Russia over the 
niceties and small points of that dissection 
of 
tbe 
Sultan's dominions which she 
plumed lierself upon scorning and spurning 
altogether. 
She not only discusses the dis­ 
memberment 
of Turkey, 
but she bos 
pledged herself lo the conqueror tor the 
acceptance of the substantial ¡)oints of his 
sjbeme. 
In all this we can but see that 
England practically aukuowlodges that her 
own policy has tailed, and that she mnst 
accept the principle ot her opponent’s 
policy and try to reduce his terms. 
Yet the 
Congress is gloried over in England as u 
trium ph of Beaconsfield’s diplomacy. 
Rut though the real relation oi England’s 
“ diplomatic victory” to tbe logic of the issue 
before Europe is patent no one could have 
judged BO wildly ot bcr intentions as to 
suppose that she would push her adhesion 
to Russian views, and her imitation to Rus­ 
sian projects so far os it is now reported she 
intends, 
England’s grand solution as now 
presented is u British protcjtoratc over the 
dominions of the Snltun in Asia. 
England 
will admit that all Turkey north of the Bal­ 
kans shall bo made such a State os Russia 
desirer. 
She will assent that Russia shall 
have Bessarabia. 
She will let Turkey in 
Europe south of the Balkans be cut away 
from the Ottoman allegiance and be so 
poised politically that when Europe is next 
shaken tbe half of it shall fall toward 
Russia and the other half toward Greece. 
She will let llnssia keep what she has con­ 
quered iu Armenia. 
Aud for this gentle 
consent to Russian projects what docs the 
Lion dem and’/ Only that the freedom of 
the Danube and the Dardanelles shall re­ 
main undotorminod points lor the p resent; 
that they shall be the stake of future com­ 
bats, and that Englnud shall be recoguizud 
as tbe legitimate protector of Turkey in 
Asia, in order that the Sultan’s dominions 
near to India may not share the fate of his 
dominions near to the Danube, but may be 
protected from all encroachment and spolia­ 
tion save what may be loitnd convenient by 
his good Irieud John Bull. 
How have the 
vials of British wrath been nnbottled in 
tn« last half century over tho Rnssian 
theory that the Muscovite was the natural 
ally of the European peoples subject to tho 
Sultan, and as such untitled U> a “ protecto­ 
rate” over them! How bos virtuous indig­ 
nation thundered in tho British I’urliamcnt 
and moaned in tho British press ow r tbe 
natural and irredeemable depravity of such 
a notion ! With what mugniñceut scorn 
have the British orator and the British 
curicutnrist equally held up to the contempt 
ol mankind the duplicity and chicanery ol 
a nation that could disguise its ambitious 
designs with this thin prolext of preten­ 
tious good willl And yet here is the British 
rrem ior with that old Russian device, tuktn 
at secondhand, revamped nod held up for 
public admiration “as good as new,” And this 
isa grand surprise with which the world is to 
be startled. 
If it was lair to say that, while 
tho Englisb liberals of yore went swim­ 
ming, tbu conservativca atole their clothes 
and figured in them before the country, it 
may bo declared that thia la an evident use 
of Russia's whole political wardrobe. 
But the proposed step is adroit and bold, 
and is objectionable only on tbo ground of 
political uonsistcucy, 
for which indeed 
practical statesmen care very little. 
It has 
the merit of adaptation to the circum­ 
stances, for it cynically proclaims tbo sham 
and 
hypocrisy 
of England’s 
pretences 
against Russia at a moment when those 
■bains no longer deceive even a rural Eng- 
lisliinan ; and while it adm its that Eng­ 
land's interest iu Turkey had always espe­ 
cial relation to the fleshpota it proposes a 
practical guarantee that the oiiatody of 
those iuiporUut vessels shall bo for tho 
future subject to no uncertainties. 
That 
is wbnt half of England wants, and tho 
other half muiuly desires th.it tho result, 
whatever it may be, shall be reached by 
auoh stops and with such incidents os may 
leavs room for England to glorify herself 
over • dsMliing dem onstration of her pres­ 
tige. 
It is necessary that tho govern­ 
ment should give tho people a case to 


hnrrph over, and necessary thal it should 
escape without war from a difficult compli­ 
cation in which it has ventured lar, and 
whatever messnre is likely to seeure these 
two points will not be quibbled t ver us to 
other points. 
But before this project can 
become a reality the British Cabinet must 
accept it, the Congress must accept it and 
the bultan m ust accept i t 
Evidently the 
Sultan’s taste is not regarded as important, 
and if Russia assents to the scheme ^ e re 
may not be other objection in the Congress. 
It is possible that Russia is already suffi­ 
ciently committed, for in those negotia­ 
tions 
through 
Count 
Schouvaloflf, 
by 
whioh the conduct of the two Powers 
at 
the Congress was predetermined, a 
project of 
this consequence could not 
have been ignored. 
In fact, on English 
protcctor.ite over Asia Minor cannot stand 
in the way of any Rnssian am bitions; and 
when the Emperor Nicholas offered to give 
Egypt to England he promised her a lar 
richer prize than she now seems to covet, 
und recognized her right to compensation 
lor his advance toward Constantinople. 
But it is apparently considered that the 
Cabinet may divide on this proposition, as 
the necessity of a dissolution of Parliament 
and a new election is hinted at. 
Any mem­ 
ber of the Cabinet who has accepted his 
part of the responsibility for Lord Bcacons- 
lield’s policy lo this point m ust be over- 
nice to make difficulties now, but if the 
elections arc forced the government will 
have an overwhelming success at the polls.

Mr. Burohard, of Illinois, a republican 
member, performed the foolish feat of a 
small politician yesterday by attem pting 
to destroy the iffect upon tho country of 
the resolution ol the Judiciary Committee. 
Knowing what the report on the Kimmell 
bill was to be, and loreseoing that it would 
bo 
supported by 
the 
greater part of 
the dcjuocMtic 
members, Mr. Burchurd 
conceived tbe idea that he could destroy 
the political effect of the vote on the report 
of the Judiciary Committee by offering a 
re.solution on the subject of the P resident’s 
title drawn up in such luuguugo that many 
democrats would fed constrained to vote 
against it. 
This piece of small cunning 
hardly deserves notice. 
What is really im­ 
portant in the proceedings of the House 
yesterday is tho fact that tho Judiciary 
Committee reported a resolution asserting 
that there is no power to review President 
Hayes’ title, and that the resolution passed 
by tho sweeping vote of 2JT yeas against 
barely IT nays. 
Here, then, is a solemn 
judgm ent of the House of Representativos 
that the Presidency having once been ad­ 
judged to Mr. Huyes there is no con­ 
stitutional authority to disturb him in 
the possession of his office. 
We trust 
that our vehement contemporary, tho thm, 
will take duo note of this overwhelming de­ 
cision affirming the validity of President 
Hayes’ title and denying any constitutional 
power to disturb it.

rate assemblages of steel wires, and each 
strand mnst be mode with all the core that 
can be observed, so thot the component 
wires shall lie in such relation to each 
other as to insure the greatest amount of 
tensile strength or supporting power.

reason of the difficulties that the prac­ 
tical 
engineers Lad already overcome. 
Unlortun.ately, 
however, 
this successful 
progress has been temporarily stopped 
by a catastrophe the ob.Hcure cause of 
which could not have been foreseen and 
guarded ogainst. 
It was uecessary, us de­ 
scribed in our report published elsewhere, 
to transfer tho cable strand when completed 
from the position it occupied while being 
formed to that which it was to occupy as a 
part of the bridge cable. 
The enormous 
weight of this great wire rope, together 
with the tension its every fibre was under, 
made this transfer of position a most deli­ 
cate and dangerous operation. 
The strand 
mnst be lowered to its permaiient position 
as a part of tho cable, and it must be held 
to the samo tension it had in manufacture. 
To do this u complicated system of pulleys 
and a strong wire rope are required. These 
were being employed, ns they bad been 
successfully on many other occasions on 
the same work. The heavy strand of assem­ 
bled wires is borne by the pulleys and 
Yviro rope, tbe latter suddenly fails under 
the strain, the support yields and the mon­ 
ster strand, with the pulley block and the 
cast iron shoo attached is drawn from the 
anohorugo and whirls through the air with 
tho velocity of a cannon shot. 
The fatal 
results of the accident are, fortunatelr, lim­ 
ited to the loss of one and probably two 
lives. 
Wc cannot, while sympathizing 
with the sufferers, forbear to congratulate 
the public on tho escape whioh we have had 
Irom a horrible loss of life if the falling 
strand hod struck a heavily laden ferry 
boat. 
While no blame apparently attaches 
to tbe engineers or workmen on tho bridge 
VI'p hope that extra precautions will be 
taken to guard against another occurronoe of 
this kind. 
That which has come is in the 
nature of a warning that in the prosecution 
of public works a familiarity with dofiger 
should not breed contempt for it.

Tbe address of Dr. Bellows yesterday at 
the funeral of Mr. Bryant was a creditable 
specimen of eulogy not defaced by exag­ 
geration.

Bryant as a poet discriminated with such 
judicial accuracy between Mr. Bryant’s ex­ 
cellencies and his limitations, and was so 
jnst vYÜhont any taint of extravagance as to 
rem ind ns of the saying that before an art­ 
ist can paint portraits he m ust have seen 
laces. 
The remarks of Dr. Bellows on 
Mr. 
Bryant’s genius 
as 
a 
poet and 
his character as a man are a piece of 
such ripe criticism that we almost shrink 
from violoting iU dignity by dissent from 
any part of tho address. 
We quite agree 
with Dr. Bellows as to the merits of Mr. 
Bryant’s prose. 
Mr. Bryant was one of tbe 
few poets who perfectly understood tho dis­ 
tinction between prose and poetry, and who 
never introduced iuto tho one the orna­ 
ments which arc only suited to the other. 
B at Dr. Bellows showed how extremely 
limited is his knowledge of the journalism 
of tho country when ho mentions Bryant, 
Greeley and Charles King as the chief ex­ 
ceptions to what may be culled the Bohe­ 
mian style. 
That we may do Dr. Bellows 
no injustice wc insert his remarks on nctvs- 
paper style

Thurlow Weed, for example, was as inno­ 
cent of “swollen, gaudy and pretentions 
writing” as Mr. Bryant himself, and he was 
a much more effective JouronUst. The same 
remarks will apply to nil tho distingnishod 
editors who were Mr. Bryant’s contiinpora- 
ries when ho was at his best. Whatever else
